In the diagram above it can be seen that frames received by CBSCl are immediately forwarded to 
CBSC2 with the received RLP sequence number attached. CBSC2 has a seperate RLP session 
with MS2. CBSC2 forwards the fi^mes to MS2 but replaces the received RLP sequence number 
with the one that is appropriate for it's own session.
